NDIGBESTION its caused by over.

Children are quite as apt to have no 
appetite at times as grown-up folks 
are. We cannot always partake of 
the same amoont eof food at each 
meal. and why sheuld not children 
be similarly afflicte@? They are con- 
stituted just as we are and when fa- 
tigued or cross cannot eat heartily 
any more than we ¢an. 

To reprimand a child at mealtime 
and then force him to eat what is 
served to him is cruelty. If a poor 
appetite is habitual there is some- 
thing wrong eithér with the child or 
the food. In the first case a physician 
should be consulted and in the latter 
the mother should study dietetics for 
children, then cater to her child's 
t€ste and desires as far as a health- 
ful and well-balanced diet wil] per- 
mit Never employ threats to make 
the child eat and do net force 

“My little boy lies awake an hour 
and longer when I put him to bed 
und all threats and scoldings are of 
no avail. What can you suggest for 
this willfulness?” asks a perplexed 
mother. Inability to sleen is not 
necessarily willfulnéss. Your child is 
merely unable to conquer the restless 
condition of the nervous system and 
should be patiently dealt with.

It would be better to take him out 
of bed. give him a warm bath. then 
gently rub his entire body.

In extreme cases an icebag at the 
back of the neck will draw the blood 
from the brain and induce sleep. 

Perhaps you tell your child excit- 
ing stories before he retires or Dad- 
dy has a rough and tumble frolic 
with him. Anything of a disturbing 
nature should be avoided before bed- 
tt'me. Stories and conversations 
should be in a pleasant and happy 
vein. Possibly the diet is too stim- 
ulating for the delicate nervous sys- 
tem. Do not give too much meat, 
substitute fish, milk and cereals. The 
evening meal should be light for all 
children under 190 yqare.
